The Blood-Horse 
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MARYLAND 
The Improved Landscape 


BaLtiMorE. Some years ago the late 
Algernon Daingerfield described Bowie as 
“the only damned landscape I ever saw 
that a race track improved.” This 
observation is still pertinent. The country- 
side around Bowie Race Course is given 
largely to the production of scrubby pines. 
good tobacco. and hardy kids. It still is 
something of a wonder that Belair Stud, 
only 2 miles from the track. could grow 
grass good enough to nurture Johnstown, 
Gallant Fox. Omaha, and Nashua. 

Old-timers tell an apocryphal story of 
how Gad Bryan and Jim O’Hara selected 
the track site while on a rabbit-hunting 
expedition. staking their claim where a 
rabbit ran across the tracks of the now 
defunct Washington, Baltimore and Anna- 
polis Electric Railroad. Actually the 
site was chosen because it was virtually 
equidistant between Washington and 
Baltimore. and was accessible by rail. 

Bowie had its inaugural meeting in 1914. 
and though the plant cannot boast of the 
antiquity of Saratoga or Pimlico, its past 
is as colorful (at times. off-colorful) as 
that of any track now operating. In the 
early days it was not uncommon for a W 
B & A passenger to be relieved of his 
bankroll by 3-card-monte sharks before 
he gained the comparative safety of the 
track. Reaching Bowie by automobile 
over tortuous “roads” was no less of an 
adventure than traveling the rickety old 
electric railroad. which at times transport- 
ed race-goers in freight cars and flat 
cars, 


Nothing for the Stockholders 


As the youngest of Maryland’s major 
tracks. Bowie fell heir to the undesirable 
early spring and late fall dates. Competi- 
tion from New York and New Jersey 
since then has placed a new value on these 
once despised dates. For almost 40 years 
Bowie had dates which couldn’t be forced 
on any other track. Because it had to 
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compete with the elements, Bowie was 
built to protect and endure; it has the 
only grandstand in the East that warms 
its customers by facing the afternoon sun. 

Despite its lack of plush appointments, 
Bowie soon became known as a_horse- 
player’s track. Longshots and hunch plays 
added to its reputation. Eskimo and 
Snowflake. competing in a blizzard, pro- 
duced a natural parlay, and then there 
was the time Friday 13th registered on 
Friday the thirteenth. 

After the track had been fouled in litiga- 
tion for almost 2 decades, had been 
accused of accepting comeback money, 
and had been in receivership for a year, 
a syndicate headed by Larry MacPhail 
and Donald C. Lillis acquired controlling 
interest in February, 1952. for a reported 
$1.997.160. Immediately the new owners 
embarked upon an improvement program 
designed to elevate Bowie to equal footing 
with Laurel and Pimlico. 

Since then more than $2.500.000 has 
been expended for improvements and 
repairs. and not one dollar has been paid 
to stockholders in dividends. The racing 
strip and practically every other facility 
except the grandstand was completely re- 
built. and decorated in a Tusean red and 
gold theme. 

Even with its new look. Bowie wasn’t 
out of the woods. Hours before the first 
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Donatp LILLIs 
Bowie president. 


meeting under its new regime was open- 
ed, severe weather rendered the racing 
strip bottomless, made quagmires of the 
parking lots. After 2 races the track was 
forced to cancel the program and remain 
closed for a week. Only MacPhail’s 
dogged determination saw the meeting 
through to its conclusion. 

The following spring MacPhail was 
ousted from the presidency for “conduct 
unbecoming an officer.” when he created 
a furore in the club house, and later the 
same afternoon struck a state trooper. 
While MacPhail may be a highly con- 
troversial figure, it is to his credit that he 
lit the fire which blazed into the renais- 
sance of Maryland racing. 


The New President 


Donald C. Lillis became president and 
chairman of the board. He still serves 
at these posts without salary. Under his 
direction Bowie has achieved steady and 
marked progress. 

This reporter arranged an interview with 
Lillis after the running of the Miss Mary- 
land Stakes. won by Dark Charger. We 
met in the directors’ room, where wager- 
ing pool totals clicked from a machine on 
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the wall. and where figures on attendance. 
program sales, and parking lot returns 
were relayed to the president from a tele- 
phone on an adjoining table. Our host 
was ebullient: he had just received word 
that his plant was playing host to 25,917 
persons—the largest crowd in Bowie’s 42- 
year history. 

Lillis. who was raised in Buffalo and 
now resides in Pelham, N. Y.. makes his 
headquarters at 1 Wall Street. His firm 
is Bear. Sterns and Company, one of the 
10 largest investment banking houses in 
the country. He also is chairman of the 
board of the National Can Company. and 
is trustee of 2 insurance companies. 


At first Lillis had reservations about 
linking his name with racing. He had 


heard tales of rigged races and_ other 
cheating. A little investigation erased his 
fears on this score. Today Lillis has the 
highest admiration for the manner in 
which Maryland racing is conducted. “It 
couldn’t be handled better.” he says. 

The New York financier, who assumed 
Bowie leadership “fearfully and reluctant- 
ly” after the MacPhail affair, is quite 
happy with the present operation and is 
confident of the future. 

“Maryland racing is staging a fine 
comeback. Here at Bowie we enjoy 
climatic advantages that direct competi- 
tion cannot match at this time of the year. 
The best stables ever to race here are at 
hand, and in the Campbell Memorial we 
have a truly fine handicap of growing 
prestige.” 


Not for Sale, Unless— 


Now, as when he first took the presi- 
dential chair, Lillis leans heavily upon 
the talents of Howard S. Pierce and Ty 
Shea for the operation. Pierce, vice 
president and genera] manager, probably 
has had a longer and more_ intimate 
association with Maryland racing than 
anyone actively engaged in major track 
management. 

Now 40, Pierce has worked in no other 
field but racing. Gad Bryan, Pierce’s 
uncle and one of Bowie’s founders, prob- 
ably was violating child-labor laws when 
he started Howard working in the track 
ticket room at the age of 12. Pierce now 
is the largest individual stockholder in 
both Bowie and Marlboro. 

Asked concerning recurring rumors that 
Bowie is for sale, Lillis replied: “Those 
stories always are popping up. but they 
have no basis in fact. Not since I’ve been 
connected with Bowie has it been on the 
block. Of course, if somebody comes up 
with an offer we can’t refuse, that’s some- 
thing else again.” 

What about reports of a $200.000 purse 
‘to arrange a Nashua-Swaps meeting? 

“Humphrey Finney, one of our direc- 
tors. contacted Rex Ellsworth last winter 
to interest him in the Campbell Memorial. 
but neither he nor anyone else connected 
with the management mentioned a $200.- 
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Informant (center) outfinished War Age (on the rail) and Golden Admiral to

000 purse. Why, that’s more money than 
the track made last year. Besides. we 
can’t go overboard on stakes horses. It is 
the little stables that race day in and day 
out that support a track. We believe we 


present a well balanced program for all.” 


Asked what he thought the chances 
were of Nashua and Swaps meeting in the 
Campbell April 7. Lillis paused. raised his 
eyes, and replied: “Excellent—if both 
horses remain sound and in training. Mr. 
Fitz told us in Florida that the Campbell 
is on Nashua’s schedule. providing the 
weight is acceptable. But these things 
can blow up. you know.” 


The Trouble Over Dates 


The Bowie president sees the annual 
squabble over dates as the most ominous 
cloud on the Maryland racing horizon. 
“T find racing fun throughout the year 
until December, then the dates question 
ruins my Christmas.” he said. “In form- 
er seasons I went to Florida for the invest- 
ment bankers’ convention every December. 
Now I have to stay here and fight. Several 
years ago we gave up our traditional 
closing dates. in an effort to promote 
harmony. We put all our eggs in one 
spring basket, assuming the weather risk. 
Now not even our March dates are safe. 

“The dates problem is a serious one. 
and a squabble every year is damaging 
to the prestige of the mile tracks. People 
read first where the mile tracks are getting 
7 extra days apiece this year, and one- 
half of the 2 per cent increase in take. 
Then. reading of the dates hassle. they 
ask. ‘Aren’t the tracks ever satisfied’?” 

Two of the extra 20 days recently 
granted by the legislature and approved 
by Governor McKeldin already have been 


accounted for. Laurel will close on Mon- 
day. May 7. instead of May 5. and Pimlico 
will open May 8 instead of a day later. 
Spokesmen for Bowie, Laurel. and Pimlico 
were due to meet with the racing com- 
mission on Thursday. March 15, to decide 
on the allocation of the remaining 18 days. 

Lillis favors an 18-day meeting at Bowie, 
December 2-December 22. The other pro- 
posals: (a) Pimlico, now scheduled to 
close May 26. to continue through June 
2, picking up 6 days. The remaining 12 
days would be used by extending the 
Maryland Jockey Club’s fall meeting 
through December 15. (b) Pimlico to run 
through June 12. picking up 12 days in the 
spring. The 6 remaining days would be 
accounted for by extending the same 
track’s fall meeting from December 1 to 
December 8. 

In the event. the 3° tracks would 
share equally in the profits resulting from 
the extra days. 

While the December meeting at Bowie 
entails the risk of running afoul of the 
weather. outside pressures may force its 
selection. An extension of the Pimlico 
spring meeting would necessitate a conflict 
with Delaware Park. Merchants fear that 
a lengthened fall meeting at Pimlico would 
diminish the sums intended for Christmas 
buying. Jor B. Hiexey Jr. 


OHIO 


River Downs Plans Patrol 


A film patrol system will be installed at 
River Downs race track, near Cincinnati, 
before the track’s 44-day meeting opens on 
May 25, president Leon A. Slavin said last 
week. 

Another new feature at the 1956 meet- 
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ing will be a 7-furlong turf course. Slavin 
said work on the turf course had been 
delayed because of bad weather, but he 
expected it to be ready for use several 
weeks before opening day. 


One of the races to be run over the turf 
course wilk be a hurdle race on June 8, 
sponsored by the Midwest Hunt Racing 
Association. The River Downs race will 
follow a one-day hunt meeting at Oxmoor, 
near Louisville. and will precede a one- 
day meeting at Royalton, near Indiana- 
polis. Feature race on the Midwest hunt 
circuit is the Arlington Park Hurdle 
Stakes. which will be run this year on 
June 22. 


KENTUCKY 
Audubon Refused 


The Kentucky State Racing Commis- 
sion last week refused a license for Thor- 
oughbred racing at Audubon Park, a half- 
mile trotting track near Henderson. The 
commission ruled that James C. Ellis 
Park, which is about 2 miles from Audubon 
Park, already offered enough Thorough- 
bred racing for the Henderson-Evansville 
area. 


At the same meeting the commission 
voted to postpone action on the application 
of Harry Reid Jr. for a license to conduct 
a race meeting in 1957 at a new Latonia 
race track, near Cincinnati (The Blood- 
Horse of February 18, page 449). 


SOUTH CAROLINA 
The Palmetto Trials 


Cotumsia, S. C. Lou P. Doherty of 
Lexington, Ky., watched his horses do 
very well in the fifth running of the 
Palmetto Trials here on Saturday, March 
10. Doherty’s trainer, Bobby Blackburn, 
entered horses in 3 of the 5 races, run 
before some 4,000 persons over a fast track 
on a clear, warm afternoon. Blackburn 
came off with 2 victories and missed a 
third by a head. 

The close defeat came in the featured 
Governor’s Handicap, last of the 4 quarter- 
mile races for 2-year-olds. Doherty’s 
Constant Rebel slipped behind at the last 
moment and dropped the decision to Mrs. 
F. C. Rand’s Clem, named for racing an- 
nouncer Clem McCarthy. Max Hirsch’s 
Little Enough was a length and a half 
back in third place. 

Trainer Bill Stephens calls Clem, chest- 
nut son of *Shannon II, “about the best 
2-year-old I have. He ran a smarter race 
today than I thought he would, particularly 
at the start.” 


They had trouble getting the first race 
started. Several horses, being exposed to 
crowds and music for the first time, cut 
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capers in the paddock. The worst actor 
was Brookfield Farm’s Imudate, which 
tossed 2 riders. One, Frank Cusimano, 
sustained a slight leg injury. Once on 
the track, Imudate knew what to do. He 
romped to a half-length victory over Philip 
Godfrey’s fast-closing Dodger, soothing 
trainer Eddie Kelly’s Irish wrath over his 
actions in the paddock. 

The final race, at a half-mile, was the 
only test for 3-year-olds. King Ranch’s 
Cursory and Mrs. Rand’s *King’s Charger, 
a powerfully built roan gelding, finished 
in a dead heat. Mrs. Edward Lasker’s 
Ships News. considered the fleetest horse 
at the Columbia stables. charged up the 
inside rail and was only a half-length back. 

Both Ships News and *King’s Charger 
are “Triple Crown” eligibles. Stephens, 
who has brought the often-ailing son of 
*Royal Charger along slowly this winter, 
was surprised by his horse’s showing. “He 
had only broken from a gate once _ be- 
fore.” said Stephens, “so (starter Maurice) 
Kuykendall let him start without closing 
the gate. Still, I didn’t think he was 
ready to run as good a race as he did. He

still has a long way to go before he is 
ready for any stiff competition.” 

Two “Triple Crown” eligibles worked a 
half-mile—Rand’s Irish Love and Eugene 
Constantin’s Roman Fan. Their times 
were :50 and :4934. King Ranch’s Beam 
Rider and Matthew Brynes’ Fascinator 
worked a mile like a team in 1:4544. 
Arnold Hanger’s Citation colt. Jutland, 
which cost $50,000 as a yearling, stepped 
a mile in 1:4644, easing up in the last 
quarter. 

Bryan Field of Delaware Park called 
the races over the public address and Gil 
Haus was racing secretary. The presiding 
stewards were Francis P. Dunne, Harry 
D. Kirkover, and F. Ambrose Clark. 
Among the out-of-town guests were John 
W. Hanes, Mrs. John Marr, and Harry Z. 
Isaacs. owner of Brookfield Farms. The 
results:

CALIFORNIA 
Shot at and Hit 


Los ANGELEs. Horses sometimes can 
make a trainer change his mind. Such 
was the case with Bobby Brocato. After 
his easy 6-length victory in the Santa 
Anita Handicap, the first reaction of train- 
er Bill Molter was to give the fleet bay 
son of Natchez a rest until the summer 
campaign opens at Hollywood Park. Mr. 
and Mrs. T. M. Kerr, owners of Bobby 
Brocato, were all for this. 

But a few days after the race Bobby 
Brocato was in such wonderful condition 
that Molter wanted to run him again be- 
fore the Santa Anita meeting closed. 
There were 2 likely spots—the $25,000- 
added Santa Barbara Handicap at 1745 
miles and the $100,000-added San Juan 
Capistrano Handicap on closing day, one 
mile and 6 furlongs over the grass. 

“If we're going to run Bobby once 
more,” the gracious Mrs. Kerr said, “we 
might as well shoot for the moon. Let’s 
go for the San Juan Capistrano.” 

So that’s the way it was. Bobby Brocato, 
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a horse that had been regarded only as a 
sprinter before coming to California. 
picked up 124 pounds and led all the way. 
His share of the purse was $68,900, lifting 
his earnings for the 55-day meeting to a 
record sum of $211,125. He also became 
the second horse in history to win both 
the Santa Anita Handicap and the San 
Juan Capistrano in the same year. *Noor 
had done it in 1950. 

The start of the San Juan Capistrano 
is on a hillside just across from the grand- 
stand. The picturesque course winds 
down the hill. crosses the main dirt track 
at about the quarter-pole, and then turns 
into the infield. For some reason, it 
hasn’t been a good course for “speed” 
horses this season. Most of the winners 
have been horses which come from behind. 

Bobby Brocato was one “speed” horse 
that stayed. He came flying down the 
hillside to open up a 3-length lead, and 
hugged the rail as he galloped across the 
main dirt track into the infield. He was 
going so smoothly and easily that he 
pulled a little further away from his field 
than jockey George Taniguchi wanted. 
The smiling Nisei looked over his shoulder 
as he passed the stands the first time, and 
saw that he had opened up 3 lengths on 
Mister Gus. He took a tighter hold on 
Bobby and the margin shrunk to one 
length. 

Taniguchi tried to keep it that way. On 
the backstretch, Mister Gus tried again 
and again to get the lead, but Taniguchi 
‘answered each challenge by letting Bobby 
Brocato move out just a little faster. Going 
into the last turn, Taniguchi asked Bobby 
for his big run, and the bay horse opened 
a 2-length lead on Mister Gus. The game. 
gray filly Manotick was right on his heels 
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Mielleux (blinkers) and Two Fisted staged a head-and-head battle for the final 
1', furlongs of the Appleton Handicap. 


Mielleux won in the last strides. 


and charging boldly. with Honeys Alibi 
and Social Outcast moving up strongly 
from far back. 

- In the last sixteenth Bobby Brocato. leg 
weary now. still had enough left to beat 
Manotick by more than a length. with 
Honeys Alibi third, another length in front 
of Social Outcast. The San Juan Capi- 
strano was the seventh stakes race of the 
season for Honeys Alibi, and gave him the 
splendid record of having finished in the 
money each time. Bobby Brocato’s time 
was 2:4924,. 

It was a completely satisfying victory 
for the Kerrs because many fans were 
under the impression that a slow track 
in the Santa Anita Handicap had helped 
Bobby Brocato and impeded the other 
horses. The San Juan Capistrano proved 
that Bobby Brocato had needed no help 
from the weatherman. The race did a lot 
to increase his stature and prestige. 

Molter’s plan now is to ship Bobby 
Brocato to Tanforan along with the rest 
of his stable.

Bobby Brocato, for which Mr. and Mrs. Travis 
M. Kerr paid a reported $150,000 early last year, 
completed an extraordinary season at Santa Anita 
Park on Saturday, March 10, when he won the 
$100.000-added San Juan Capistrano Handicap. 
On January 7 he had won the 1,4-mile San 
Pasqual Handicap. on January 28 the 114-mile 


San Marcos Handicap. and on February 25 the 
1%-mile Santa Anita Handicap. 
The horse-players who had seen Bill Molter 


stretch Bobby Brocato’s sprinting speed to a mile 
and a quarter were doubtful whether the trainer 
could get him to run an additional half a mile 
against a stayer as good as Social Outcast. They 
made the Vanderbilt gelding favorite at 255-100 
and sent Bobby Brocato and his 3 stablemates to 
the post as second choice at 29-10. But Molter, 
an old hand at the business, had done an exception- 
ally skillful job this time. 

Jockey George Taniguchi put Bobby Brocato into 
a quick lead, and though the pace was leisurely, 
there was no challenge for the first mile. Going 
past the stands the first time. Bill Boland moved 
Mister Gus forward. but he no sooner came abreast 
of Bobby Brocato than Taniguchi relaxed his hold 
and let his mount take a lead of about a length. 
In the middle of the backstretch Mister Gus tried 
again. and failed. Lychnus“tried, failed. and fell 
back. Last of all came the challenges of Manotick 
and Honeys Alibi, and these also fell short. Social 
Outcast gained considerable ground through the 
stretch, but was still 21% lengths behind the w'nner 
at the finish. 

Bobby Brocato’s time of 2:4995 was 255 seconds 
slower than *St. Vincent’s track record, set last 
year in the same race. The pace apparently was 
faster last year, and *St. Vincent, with 123 pounds, 
won his race with a brilliant stretch run to nip 
Determine by a_ half-length. 

From Taniguchi. who had never used his whip, 
newsmen extracted this appraisal of the race: 
“The horse rated perfectly today. Coming down 
the hill and across the main track, he ducked out 
twice real bad. then talked to him he 
straightened out. I called on him for more speed 
at the three-sixteenths-pole. He responded perfect- 
ly, and I guess we opened 3 lengths. Then it was 
a question of stalling off the stretch-runners. I'd

like to say that I think Mr. Molter should get 
the lion’s share of credit for this horse. He's 
done a remarkable job. 

Bobby Brocato earned $68,900 in the San Juan, 
pushing his earnings at Santa Anita to $211,125, a 
little more than he had earned in 2 previous years 
of racing. Pedigree and family particulars for

Blessed 
Again’s 1942 foal was Oswellblessed, a *Boswell 
mare which went unraced because of her small 
size. Bred as a _ 3-year-old. Oswellblessed 
immediately proved her worth as a producer. Her 
first foal was the winner Boss Well (dam of 
Skeptical Kid), and she produced 5 other win- 
ners, including the stakes winner Can’t Please, 
before Dark Charger arrived on April 27, 1953. 

Last year Dark Charger ranked among the top 
2-year-old fillies. Her earning capacity was limited 
because she had not been nominated for any of 
the year’s early-closing filly stakes, such as the 
Matron, Spinaway, or Selima.

Decathlon took the lead from Getthere Jack after 
a few strides in the Hutcheson Stakes, and within 
a quarter-mile he was 1% lengths in front. Increas- 
ing his margin steadily, he won easily by 5 lengths. 
The effort to save Getthere Jack’s speed for the 
stretch resulted in failure. Busher Fantasy passed 
the tiring gelding in the last furlong to take 
second money. Decathlon ran the 6% furlongs in 
1:16, one-fifth second off the track record for 
the distance, set by Simmy at Gulfstream Park 
on March 19, 1955. The winner was a 3-4 favorite. 


The Hutcheson was Decathlon’s fourth start this 
year, his third win. He won the Hibiscus Stakes 
on January 21, finished fourth in the Bahamas 
Stakes on February 1, and easily beat Getthere 
Jack and 6 others in an allowance race at Hialeah 
Park on February 27. He will remain at Gulf- 
stream Park until early April, then will be sent 
to Bowie for the $30,000 Gold Cup on April 14. 

Decathlon was the first 1956 stakes winner for 
Olympia, which stands at Danada Farm, Lexington.

“Anyone can train Thoroughbreds, if 
the person will pay attention and try. 
You gradually build up a horse until it’s 
fit and can run. Then it’s a matter of 
restraint, so as not to overtrain.” 

That is the simple way in which Mes- 
hach (Mish) Tenney summarizes his job 
as trainer of the Rex Ellsworth stable. 
Tenney, who will talk freely about nearly 
any other phase of his work with horses, 
is reluctant to discuss training procedures 
with newsmen. 

“I'll stand behind our way of breaking 
horses as one of the best I’ve ever come 
across.” he said, “but training is different. 
I don’t want to suggest that our methods 
are better than someone else’s or have 
anyone think I’m offering them as a 
guide. If you think, though, there’s 
enough plain curiosity. . . . describe 
the routines we follow.” 

First, Tenney agreed that because horses 
come in such a variety of sizes, tempera- 
ments. and abilities, experience is among 
the best teachers. 

“Experience teaches us about the differ- 
ent types of horses, and the type tells us 
how much work is needed. There is no 
hocus-pocus. We just study an individual 
horse in the light of past experience. 


“Some horses, we believe, need a work 
every 3 days. and some no oftener than 
every week or so. with the rest falling in 
between. There are very few whose works 
should come as far apart as a week, but I 
have known some—nervous, light doers 
that put too much into it when they gallop. 
A heavy-doing horse, on the other hand, 
will need work every 3 days.” 


The Slow Buildup 


Since, like any other athlete, a horse 
is conditioned by feed, rest, and exercise, 
properly apportioned, Tenney draws on his 
own athletic experiences as a guide for 
training procedures. He was an_all- 
around athlete during high school days 
at Gila Junior College in Thatcher, Ariz. 
In the Arizona Eastern Division Champ- 
ionships at Safford, he won the 100- and 
220-yard dashes, as well as the broad 
jump, to be high-point man of the meet. 
In football he was a quarterback, in 
basketball a guard. 

“T learned about the special, gradual 
buildup I needed to reach top condition, 
and the importance of going carefully,” 
Mish said. “If I worked too hard when 
I was not fit, it was bad. If I tried 
competition before I was ready for it, I

was sick afterward. Generally, it’s the 
same with a horse.” 


When yearlings are first brought to 
the track they are galloped until they 
settle down, which requires about 30 days, 
on the average. Some racing early in 
their 2-year-old season is believed an aid 
in training. Older horses, which have 
been completely let down at the ranch, are 
galloped from 10 to 30 days when returned 
to training, depending on the horse. 

Whether a horse is to work or not is 
tentatively decided the day before, and a 
check is made the next morning to see 
that there is no change in his appearance 
and conduct. How a horse eats and acts 
generally are the chief tip-offs to the 
horse’s condition and needs, Tenney said. 

“We want a horse dancing around from 
feeling good, not from being overtrained 
or scared of the track. Stayers are sprint- 
ed a little to get them into the best condi- 
tion, and sprinters are worked slow. In 
all cases. more attention is paid to what 
a horse lacks than what it has naturally.” 

The horses usually go out in sets of 5 
or 6 with the regular exercise boys Chester 
White, Art Sherman, Louis Leon. Mike 
White. Jimmie Ray. and Ross Ferrin. 
Mish stops his pony near the sixteenth- 
pole and tries to catch the time at both 
the eighth-pole and the wire, although he 
cdmits it’s difficult to do in most instances. 


Semaphore for Speed 


Always taking into consideration how 
far a horse is to go and what is expected 
of it, Mish watches the early part of the 
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COCHISE displayed top stakes ability against the best Eastern and 
Midwestern competition. Winner of nine stakes on fast and muddy 
tracks at 2, 3, 4, and 5, Cochise earned over a quarter of a million 
dollars. A keen competitor, with courage, integrity, and extraordinary 
ability, he carried his speed from 5!/2 furlongs to 134 miles under highest 
weights and in record times. 


COCHISE'S first foals raced in 1955. They won in New Orleans at 2 
furlongs . . . they won in stretch drives last fall at distances over a 
mile. Following their sire's pattern — horses by COCHISE — though 
they win at 2, get better at 3 as distances increase.

work to see how fast and easily the horse 
is going. Then, a final decision made, he 
signals the rider. 

His left arm held out straight means 
another eighth; both arms out, another 
quarter. An arm moved to a little above 
the horizontal means a trifle faster: the 
degree of additional speed desired is signi- 
fied by the angle at which the arm is held. 
When Tenney puts his arm straight up. 
with the hand waving, he wants the horse 
really set down. 

Slow-down signals are given by the arm 
below the horizontal. A slight dip. means 
a little slower, and when the arm is all the 
way down, with hand waving, the rider is 
to take up as quickly as possible. 

Mish also signals when a horse fails 
to change from a left to a right lead after 
it comes off the turn. “A horse continu- 
ing on the left lead through the stretch 
is likely to run in,” he said. 

The riders have come to understand the 
2rm signals as easily as oral instructions. 
After works they cool the horses out be- 
fore giving them into the charge of grooms 
Grant Ferrin, Glenn Woolsey, and Joseph 
Kacsadni. 


The Blowouts 


“As soon as a horse shows it’s fit and 
ready to race, the routine changes 
drastically,” Mish said. “If races come a

week apart. we usually won't give a horse 
any more real work, beyond a blowout the 
day before a race. although again there 
may be exceptions. But should a_ horse 
go for an extended period without racing 
—for 2 weeks. say—we give it some work, 
naturally.” 

The blowout usually comes the day 
before a horse is to race—but not always. 
For example. take an older horse that is 
not too smart. 

“We may give such a horse a blowout 
2 days before his race. and then the morn- 
ing of the race a sharp quarter.” Mish 
said, explaining that the horse himself 
determines the kind of blowout. 

“Tf it’s lively out of the gate and usually 
able to keep up. the blowout is slow, or 
at least slower than for other kinds. If 
its a horse with little or no early foot 
and not too smart about the gate. then we 
have the boy skip it along a little. 

“A fast horse is worked just enough to 
stir up the system. In the light of my 
experience. I think a breeze the day before 
a race will enable the horse to run better 
and feel more like doing it.” 


Time for Unwinding 


Moving to another training phase, Mish 
thought that he and other trainers at times 
neglected the unwinding of horses, to him 
one of the more important points in the 
care of Thoroughbreds. 


“On the average.” he said. “I like about 
40 days to do the job well. We walk a 
horse more and gallop it less when we 
start letting it down. The works are 
slower and spaced wider apart, while the 
horse is kept stalled most of the time, 
This procedure lets the change come 
gradually and the muscles fill out. 

“A horse turned out straight from the 
track will take a lot of slow exercise on 
its own, which will help in, a sense. but 
the job usually can be done better under 
supervision of a trainer, I think.” 

Tenney checked the new plates he had 
just put on New Trend, then waved for 
Woolsey to put him away. Like Magic, 
the big, bay 3-year-old brother of Swaps, 
was taken out. He’s still developing. and 
only time will tell how he will fare. 


Routine for Swaps 


Swaps is a good example of Tenney’s 
training methods. The colt’s injured foot 
was operated on September 12. Late in 
October Ellsworth said the cut-out section 
had grown back and that the foot appear- 
ed to be all right. How sound it was 
for racing could be determined only after 
the chestnut was returned to training. His 
first objective was to be the 114-mile San 
Antonio Handicap at Santa Anita Park on 
February 11. Ellsworth said. 

There was a training decision to be 
made then. before Swaps left the Chino 
ranch. If he was to have the 90-day 
preparation both Rex and Mish prefer 
for all horses. the deadline for starting 
was November 13. just 2 months after the 
operation. Finally. it was decided an- 
other 15 days of rest at the ranch would 
be more beneficial. even if they had to 
work on a much closer training schedule. 
So Swaps was vanned to Santa Anita on 
November 28. just 75 days before the San 
Antonio and 89 days before the Santa 
Anita Handicap. 

He had picked up some weight, especi- 
ally “after we quit fooling with him,” as 
Rex put it. He wouldn’t lose much weight 
in training. Rex added. for he had been a 
little light when he returned from Chicago. 

“Horses don’t ever get sloppy fat on 


Rex’s feeding.” Mish said later. “They 
put on hard fat, like Swaps did. Rex 
really has that phase figured out. He’s 


a horse feeeder de luxe.” 

Swaps galloped for 2 weeks or so after 
reaching Santa Anita. Then he went a 
half in :50. walked the next day, galloped 
the second day. and went another half 
in :50. He worked every third day, except 
when Tenney chose to give him an extra 
day’s rest. 

“From the half-mile works, he moved 
up to 5 furlongs. then 6 furlongs, then 
back to 5 furlongs or a half.” Mish said. 
“Next he went 7 furlongs. back to 5, then 
a mile before dropping back to 3 quarters 
or 5 furlongs.” 

All the while Mish watched the big

After 7 Weeks, 7 Furlongs in 1:24 


On January 18, 7 weeks and 2 days after 
arriving at the track, Swaps reeled off 3 
furlongs, hard held, in :35; then, breez- 
ing. he got the half in :47 and the 3 quart- 
ers in 1:1145. The great flowing stride 
was chewing up the furlongs effortlessly 
when Mish shot his left arm out straight, 
the signal for Chester to let the free- 
running horse go another eighth. The 7 
furlongs were turned in 1:24, still breez- 
ing. and he pulled up the mile in 1:3924. 
Chester, with tack, does 126 or 127 pounds. 


Mish then decided that one phase of 
the training was complete and that, with 
the works getting faster, there would be 
an extra day between them. The Monday 
after the Wednesday work, Swaps went a 
mile in 1:3715, handily. 


With Swaps entered in the 7-furlong 
San Carlos Handicap on February 1, 
Mish pulled his plates the day before 
and. while trimming the right front foot. 
discovered signs of tenderness. A leather 
pad was added, the kind which gave a 
Cinderella touch to his 1955 Kentucky 
Derby win. The track was labeled fast 
for the San Carlos, but there had not been 
time to erase all effects of recent heavy 
rains. so Mish scratched Swaps. 


“It has been crowding us pretty badly 
to get him as far along as he is, and he 
needed this race today; but, all things 
considered, we thought it best to take him 
out.” Tenney said. 


The next day, February 2, Swaps jogged 
under the shed and looked good. He 
galloped a mile each of the next 2 morn- 
ings and showed no signs of being bother- 
ed by the foot. “After the gallops, though. 
he acted as if it might still be a little 
tender.” Mish said. 


On February 7 Swaps went 3 quarters 
in 1:1134, handily, with no sign of tender- 
ness, and his training proceeded. 

Speaking of the chestnut, Mish said, 
“He is bigger and stronger than he was 
last year. and his develapment is continu- 
ing. He knows more about how to race, 
too. He is so good, and so easy to train. 
he can survive mistakes by a trainer, still 
do his job, and continue to go well.” 

After works, Swaps is walked under the 
shed. as are the other horses, with a cooler 
on. When he gallops, he is cooled out 
under the saddle, given a quick rubdown, 
his front legs done up, and put away. 
Minutes later he'll be dozing, but his 
tremendous power can come alive with 
breath-taking swiftness. 

Last summer at Hollywood Park Mish 
took 3 visitors into the stall to show them 
the leather pad on Swaps’ foot. Something 
startled the big (1,100 pounds) fellow

on February 9. 


and he flared. He was on his toes, ready 
for anything. Mish flung both arms around 
the horse’s neck, crooning, “Whoa, boy, 
whoa,” and in an instant the chestnut 
settled back into his resting stance. ‘“He’s 
docile,’ Mish said, “until something 
bothers him. Even as much as the fall 
of a sparrow’s feather sometimes will 
turn him into a ball of lightning. But 
he calms down immediately, once you let 
him know everything is all right. He 
wants to do what you wish.” 

Wider experience and additional train- 
ing have made him even more gentle 
than he was then. 


32 Horses to Be Shod 


While plating Like Magic, Mish work- 
ed from the left front foot around to the 
right. as is his habit. It is a time when 
he likes to kid with the hands and visitors. 
It takes about an hour to plate a horse 
and with 32 in training he has some plat- 
ing almost every day. 

“TI only have to trim the feet and reshoe 
every 30 days here at Santa Anita, but at 
Hollywood Park and other tracks I do it 
every 3 weeks,” he said. “Being winter, it’s 


wetter here and moisture makes a horse’s 
hoofs dry, like a lot of water will chap 
hands. When dry, the feet don’t grow as 
fast and consequently need trimming less 
often.” 


Horses may be reshod oftener than the 
feet need trimming, however. Like Magic, 
for instance, needed little done to his 
feet this day, but he got new plates be- 
cause he was to race the next day. 


Mish hasn’t noticed much difference in 
changing from cow ponies to Thorough- 
breds, nor does he believe a Thorough- 
bred is more high strung than other breeds. 

“You have to build a pony up gradually, 
so he can do his work, just like you do a 
Thoroughbred,” he said. “And a mustang 
on a race track would be twice as silly as 
a Thoroughbred in the country, if the 
Thoroughbred was broken and _ trained 
for that kind of work. In fact, I believe 
you can train a Thoroughbred to be just 
about as quiet as you want it.” 

He thought for a moment. “But these 
are just my ideas, you understand, and I 
don’t mean to say any are better than 
those of someone else. I feel a little 
funny, actually, doing all this talking

“He just fell out of the gate and kept 
widening.” Mish said. 

The plating finished. he hurried away 
to change clothes. Mish favors neat, 
business-type clothing for the front side 
in afternoons. 

“Do you ever get a vacation?” he was 
asked as he went into his combination 
office and bedroom at the track. 

“Why. sure. When I’m in here. it’s a 
vacation from the ranch, and when I’m 
out there, it’s a vacation from the track. 
Seriously, I think the need of vacations 
is chiefly a frame of mind. I don’t take 
any, in the usual sense. and neither does 
Rex. and, what’s more. we don’t want 
any.”

Involved in the transaction were the 
stallion Berne and the broodmares Winter- 
fur and Lower Case, all of which have 
been at The Jockey Club Breeding Bureau 
farm. Avon, N. Y. They will be shipped 
to Puerto Rico by boat on March 23. 

Berne will be presented to a syndicate 
organized by the Puerto Rico Horse Own- 
ers Association.

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FEEDING 


This is the concluding part of a 5-part series on feeding. 


GREENTREE FARM 


Since the metabolism of a race horse 
is about as much a mystery today as it 
was yesterday. the large Thoroughbred 
farms. such as Greentree. have had to in- 
corporate trial feedings in standard feed- 
ing practices. 

“We try one thing. then another.” said 
Greentree manager Clarkson Beard. “For 
4 years we fed half our foal crop a vita- 
min supplement, and at the end of the 4 
years we couldn’t distinguish between the 
horses which got it and those which hadn’t. 
So we quit. Today I'm trying a little bar- 
ley and dried grass from England for the 
barren mares. Tomorrow it'll be some- 
thing else . . . I think you can say that 
we spend $5,000 a year on our own ex- 
periments.” 

Beard said Greentree would much pre- 
fer to contribute the $5,000 to scientific 
research — if there was any scientific re- 
search to speak of — but he said the cost 
of a complete nutrition and metabolism 
study would be so high — maybe $750,000 
— that few horsemen have shown much in- 
terest in contributing. They’d rather play 
by ear. improvising as they go along. 

“So we just do the best we can with 
what we've got,” he said, “and hope that 
some day we will arrive at the answer by 
trial and error.” 


The Greentree feeding program today is 
built on a basic diet of heavy oats and red 
clover hay. In the winter Beard adds to 
this one ear of corn, a pint of bran, a flake 
of alfalfa. and twice a week a serving of 
mash. This is standard procedure for 
nearly all stock. 

Sucklings and yearlings are fed crushed 
oats, older horses get whole oats. Wean- 
lings and yearlings are fed 3 times a day. 
all other horses twice a day. 

There is plain salt in all stalls, and min- 
eralized salt in all fields. 

Beard prefers an oat which tests at 42 
or 44 pounds a bushel. and in the crush- 
ing this is broken down to no less than 30 
pounds to the bushel. He holds that horses 
should be fed by weight instead of by 
volume — “‘and we’d feed that way here. 
if we could get the men to do it.” 


Weanlings, Yearlings 


Sucklings are allowed to eat with the 
mares until they indicate that they are 
ready to take their own feed. At this time 
the mare is tied up, and the foal is allowed 
to eat all he wants. He will build himself 
up to about 2 quarts twice a day in short 
order. 

Foals which arrived before April 1 are 
weaned about September 1, and _ those 
which were dropped later are weaned 
about October 1. 


CLARKSON BEARD 


The weanlings are fed 3 times a day 
and are given up to about 6 quarts a day 
of crushed oats by the time of the first kill- 
ing frost. The oats ration is gradually in- 
creased until in early spring the yearlings 
are taking about 12 quarts a day. 


In the spring, the yearlings are 
switched to 8 quarts of whole oats. be- 
cause that is what they will be eating 
when they join the racing stable, and they 
ought to get used to it. As the grass im- 


proves in the spring, the yearlings also 
are given a lighter hay, about 50 per cent

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timothy, which also helps prepare them 
for the racing stable’s practices. 

In August Greentree puts 2 acres of pas- 
ture in wheat and barley. and in the fall 
and winter this gives the yearlings a good 
source of green material. 

Beard keeps a wary eye on all yearlings. 
and. should some of them be showing too 
much fat. he will cut the grain ration. 
Yearlings are taken up at 3:30 p.m.. 
turned out at 7 a.m. all year around. 


The Broodmares 


Barren mares are out day and night in 
the spring and summer. If it seems that 
Kentucky is in for an especially dry sum- 
mer and fall. they will be started on al- 
falfa hay. fed in the field on the ground. 
In the winter they are taken up at night 
and fed twice a day. The winter grain 
ration is 4 to 6 quarts a day. and the hay 
is a light clover and timothy. 

Beard now is trying to feed a little bar- 
ley in the grain ration —4 parts oats to 
one part barley. Barley is an easily di- 
gestible grain. and the broodmares seem 
to like it. he said. 

It should be added that the barren mares 
are watched carefully. and if any of them 
should look a little poor while they are 
outside in the summer, they are brought 
up and put on a grain ration. 

After weaning the mares in foal are 
kept in the pasture and given no grain 


until they dry up. When the weather 
begins to get cold. the mares are taken 
up at night and put on a daily grain ration 
of 6 to 8 quarts. As foaling time ap- 
proaches, the mares will begin eating less 
grain. and Beard lets them determine for 
themselves how much is fed each day. 

The maiden mares are given a richer 
hay —higher clover content—and_ are 
invited to eat about 6 quarts of grain a 
day. They are kept in the barn through- 
out the summer, so that they can be 
watched carefully. The goal is to build 
them up and to adjust them to the routine 
of the farm. In the fall they are put on 
the same diet as the barren mares. 


The Stallions 


The stallions are fed a light hay, about 
50 per cent clover. In the winter, when 
they are kept in at night. they get 6 to 10 
quarts of grain. The quantity. of course. 
is determined by the stallion’s appetite 
and his condition. During the breeding 
season each stallion also is given a daily 
ration of Coblex, ascorbic acid. and 
carrots. 

In the summer the stallions are out at 
night and in during the day. Most of the 
stallions take enough exercise themselves, 
but 2 of them. Tom Fool and Capot. are 
ridden each day to keep them in trim. 

“We try to keep them from getting too 
fat.” Beard said. “We try to keep all the 
stock from getting too fat.”

From 195] until 1955 Mr. and Mrs. 
Howard Reineman’s Crown Crest Farm 
was one of the largest Thoroughbred 
operations (1.000 acres and 80 mares) in 
central Kentucky. Last summer the 
Reinemans sold most of the farm and 
bought the late Royce G. Martin’s 390- 
acre Woodvale Farm. 

Reineman said the change was made 
primarily because he planned to operate 
a small “quality” stud. “Our eventual 
goal is a stud of about 25 top mares,” he 
said. His reduction program already has 
trimmed the broodmare population to 
about 40 mares. 

Most of Reineman’s efforts to accumul-

ate top-quality broodmares have been 
centered in England and Ireland. Like 
many other new Thoroughbred breeders. 
Reineman discovered that good 
American broodmare prospects either are 
not for sale or are for sale only at 
exceptionally high prices. 


The Foreign Purchases 


Reineman’s first English purchase. late 
in 1953, was *Bray Melody, 1942, by Coup 
de Lyon—Painter’s Song. by Gains- 
borough. Dam of Happy Laughter. best 
3-year-old filly in England in 1953. and 
3 other stakes winners. *Bray Melody 
already seems to have been a good invest- 
ment. Her 1954 yearling colt by *Royal 


Charger sold for $53.500. and her 1955

The Physical Improvements 


The Reinemans also have made many 
physical improvements at the farm—new 
fencing, new painting, and new trees and 
shrubs. The biggest project has been 
the construction of a “stallion area.” Three 
4-stall barns have been built. and a con- 
ventional yearling barn has been remodel- 
ed into a breeding barn. 

To reduce the danger of fire. the stal- 
lion barns were built of concrete blocks 
and separated by wide paddocks. At the 
old Crown Crest. all stallions were housed 
in one wooden barn. Other fire protec- 
tion features include asbestos roofs. con- 
crete ceilings to prevent a fire in the loft 
from spreading to the stalls below. and 
the absence of tack rooms. Reineman, 
who designed the barns himself. believes 
they are as safe as barns can he made.

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ANNUAL REPORTS 


Tax Up, Business Down 


The 23rd annual report of the New 
Hampshire State Racing Commission has 
been submitted to Gov. Lane Dwinell. The 
report was signed by Albert W. Hamel. 
commission chairman. 

From 54 days of racing at Rockingham 
Park. the state last year received $2.418.- 
320.89 in pari-mutuel taxes. This was 
$272.281.11 more than the state had real- 
ized from Thoroughbred racing in 1954, 

From harness racing at Cold Spring 
Park. the state’s share of pari-mutuel 
revenue was $8,394.29. 

Business at Rockingham was a_ little 
below the level of 1954. Attendance was 
up. The pari-mutuel handle was $36.581.- 
767. as compared to $37.925.603 for the 
previous year. The attendance for 1955 
was 508.228. as compared to 497.344 for 
1954. 

The increase in revenue to the state is 
accounted for by an addition of one per 
cent in the state tax. 

The report said that the Rockingham 
Park Foundation last year distributed $24.- 
932.14 to charitable organizations. The 
biggest share of this benevolence was $9.- 
843.70. which was given to the New 
Hampshire Catholic Charities. Ine. The 
next largest contribution was $3.281.30. 
which went to the New Hampshire Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society.
